Tkair a i adaUd 
appearaaoa amply taatlllad la tha varaeity of 
the (tnt^^ment I p«rsuaaivety ezirncted from 
them, which revealed a ooudition of hope- 
hM deatitiition unprecedMtid ia tba pavpar 
record! of this capttaL 

This intelligenoe heraldad abroA<i tbraofk 
tbe local press at once made tbe atarTing 
school children tbe idcia of Ihe hour. Tba 
oblldren, when croaa examined by a raiiel 
committee, corroborated tha evidence al* 
ready taken. It transpired that their prin- 
eipal food consisted of dry bread and occa- 
aionally a little week soup or cofTee. It if 
quite true that some of tbetn affirmed that 
they took habitually a glaaa of apiriti to 
stifle tbe cravings of tbair appatitaand to 
keep out the ould. One boy positively stated 
thatUafatbar waa a good man and that 
when he couldn't give him anything to eat 
he let him drink as much gio at he liked and 
thia waa why he often went to school drank.

(or tlie most part day laborers, though 
some nndoubtedty bdong to a lees respect*, 
hia ela«L Aa aoon aa the work of relisTing 
tha chilJren waa taken in hand subacrip- 
tlons irere opened at the editorial officea of 
the metropolitan praea, Soldotn baa an a|y 
peal to public charity , been mors readily 
and generously reapondad ta Tbe poorer 
olasaes have largely contributed. Tbe popu- 
lar newspapers are full of advertisements 
from people who can't spare much money, 
but who offer to give one or two children 
their daily food All the hotela and raat«nr> 
a itkeepera are fMediug a otrtabi ovabv «l 
chlldna aTary day. 

Mr Wlirreit Blaat Arreated. 

DuBfiN, Oct 85.— At Woodfonl, County 
Of 1 way, Sunday, a Home Uule meeting was 
to be held under the auspioes of ^be British 
Home Rule union, to protest airainst coer- 
eion. Tbe government proclaimed tlie meet- 
In { and sent a large body of troop* and po- 
lioe to tbe town. There waa a great crowd 
of people from tbe surroimding country. 
The platform waa in a large field. WUfrad 
Blunt, tbe pb:lanthropjst, formerly Oonaery* 
atire, was to preside, aaaiatad by James 
Rowlands, M. P., and other British mam> 
bar* o( parliament When the spaakara 
mounted the platforn.

No man 
in his neighborhood ever testified against 
him. He would call people up at all hours 
of the night to make some tyrannical de- 
mand of them, ^URh as to go iuto the cellar 
and get him a glasi of milk or equally ridic- 
alous thing, but no one ever darml to com- 
plain. He robbed every man in the uAi){h- 
borhood, but to proaeoute him or testify 
against him meant to be AogKed or hava a 
bam burned or a horse poisone.L He was a 
member of what was once known as the 
Jap Choen gang, which was broken up 
a few years ago wbm Cboaa wai aaal to tha 
penitentiary,
